Adjournment of the Conventions in Ohio 
and Arkansas. 


The Pennsylvania Democrats. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., April 29.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention was called to order at 
half-past nine. The Special Committee on 
Credentials reported through Mr. Dill that 
their decisions had been unanimous in each 
case, and that in the case of the contest in 
Philadelphia, while the Vaux delegation was 
admitted, the McGowan delegates were 
reguiarly elected under the established rules 
ofthe party. Yet for the sake of havinga 
united party in Philadelphia both sides were 
anxious to secure harmony and concerted ac- 
tion. The committee will therefore meetin 
Philadelphia at some future day and make 
such rules for the organization of the Democ- 
racy in Philadelphia as in their judgment 
may be deemed necessary. They will deter- 
mine whatthe regular organization shallbe and 
how it is to be made up. Each delegation is to 
be admitted to seats in this convention, and 
each delegate is to cast one half of one vote 
through its chairman. The report was adopt- 
ed and the roll of delegates called. 

On nomination of R. E. Moneghan, A. 
H. Dill was made temporary chairman, and 
when the preliminary work of the convention 
was disposed of, Moneghan was chosen per- 
manent president. 

When the Chair announced the delegates to 
Cincinnati from the Twenty-sixth District, a 
wrangle took place as to who were the nomi- 
nees made by the delegation from the District. 
This dispute lasted nearly an hour, and 
before it was decided the committee on reso- 
lutions appeared and made their report. 

THE RESOLUTIONS 


are as follows: 

Resolved, 1. That we, the Democratic 
party of Pennsylvania in convention as- 
sembled, renew our vows of fidelity to the 
fundamental principles proclaimed and prac- 
ticed by the illust:ious men who settled our 
free institutions and founded the Demo- 
cratic party to protect and preserve them. 

2. That the just powers of the Federal 
Union, the richts of States and the liberties of 
the people are the vital points of one har- 
monious system, and to save each part in its 
whole constitutional vigor is to save the life 
of the nation. 

3. That the Democratic 
tains, as it ever has maintained, that the mili- 
ta sro aie ht to be in all sirberdi- 
ante to civil authorities. It denies, as it 
ever has denied, the right of the federal ad- 
ministration. to keep on foot at 
the general. expense, a standing army 
to invade States for political purposes without 
regard to Constitutional restriction,to control 
people at the polls, to protect and encourage 


the candidates rejected by the majority. 

4. That tbe right to a free ballot is the 
right preservative of all rights, and the only 
means of peacefully redressing grievances 
and reforming abuses, the presence at the 

olls of regular military force and of a 
— of hireling officials claiming power to ar- 
rest and imprison citizens without warrant or 
hearing destroys all freedom of elections and 
ruptures the very foundation of seif-govern- 
ment. We call upon all good citizens to aid 
us in preserving our institutions from destruc- 
tion by these imperial methods of supervising 
the right of suffrage and coercing the pop- 
ular will,in keeping the way to the ballot-box 
open and free as it was to our fathers,in remov- 
ing the army to asafe dirtance when the peo- 
ple assemble to express their sovereign pleas- 
ure at the polls and in obedience to their will 
when legaliy expressed by their votes. 

5. That Rutherford B. Hayes, having been 
placed in power against the well-known 
and legally expressed will of the people, is 
the representative of a conspiracy with only his 
claim of right to surround ballot boxes with 
troops and deputy marshals to intimidate and 
obstruct electors and his unprecedented use 
ef the vetoto maintain this insult and menace 
to the country. 

6. That the Democratic party, as of 
old, fovors the constitutional currency 
of gold and silver and of paper convertible 
into coin. 

7. That we are opposed to the system of 
subsidies by the General Government 
under which during. the period 
of Republican ascendency political 
rings and corporations profited at the people’s 
expense, and to any appropriations of public 
monies or public credit to any object but the 
public service. The reforms and economies en- 
torced by the Democratic party since its 
advent to power in Congress have saved 
tothe people many millions of money, aud 
we believe that a like result would follow its 
restoration to power in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania.

But there is a 
point, if one is to have any conscience at all 
in political matters, beyond which it isimpos- 
sible to go. For myself I cannot 
forget those two things in the two former ad- 
ministrations of General Grant which made 
high-minded Republicans throughout the 
country blush for shame, and which so dim- 
inished the strength of the party that from a 
great and powerful majority at his en- 
trance into oflice it dwindled almost to a hope- 
less minority with his exit. What sort ofa 
civil service had we under him? Who were the 
men chosen to represent this nation 
in foreign courts and as heads of departments 
at home’ Have the peopie forgotten the 
scandal, the infamy of his appointments and 
the dogged firmness with which he clung to 
them and even defended them in the face of 
glaring iniquity? What reason is there to 
suppose the nature of the man has changed? 
Again, when I look at those who are 
urging his nomination, the measures 
tahen to secure it, the grounds on which it 
is sought, Jam persuaded that these things of 
themselves ought to be sufficient to preciude 
it. We want no revival of machine politics. 
Neither do we want anything which eavors of 
militurv dictation or the unlawful use of force 
in attaining political supremacy. Uu- 
der the present administration we have 
taben a long step towards purity in official 
life. Having put iis hands to this plough, 
the Republieau party’ must not look back, 
but must go on unto perfection, if it would 
retain its vitality, command the respect of 
the world and exert the influence it was 
raised up to wield.”

Hon. George S. Merriam, of Springtield, Mass., 
writes to Mr. Hitchcock: ‘* Your ¢circular ia- 
Vitation is athand. I am sorry to say that I 
shall not be able to attend the convention. 1 
sympathize heartily with its purpose. [ at- 
tended yesterday, as a delegate, our Republi- 
can State Convention. The sentiment which 
uvited atwo-tbirds majority was opposition to 
Grant and to Blaine. It was this sentiment 
which openly and avewedly ral- 
for Edmunds. Edmunds was, 
doubt, the sincere personal 
preference oi the majority, but in the caucus 
of hisfriends the whole weight and point 
of their movement was tenacious opposition 
to these two.

**Most of the convention meant to stick by 
the party inany case. Resolutions aimed di- 
rectly, though temperately, at Grant and 
Blaine, were voted down in the Edmunds 
caucus. This was partly because the ma- 
jority wanted to make a temperate use of 
their victory, and not to needlessly exasper- 
ate their opponents. But evidently 
the majority of the convention felt 
they might have to vote for 
Grant or Blaine in November, and in case they 
should have to eat boiled crow, didn’t want 
to toughen their crow beforehand.

THE GREAT BANKER. 


The Founder of the Wealthy House of 
Seligman & Co. 
From the New York Tribune, 27th. | 

Joseph Seligman, the founder of the bank- 
ing house of J. & W. Seligman & Co., at No. 
21 Broad street, died on Sunday, of heart 
disease, at the house of his daughter, Mrs. 
Theodore Hellman, in New Orleans. He had 
been suffering from the disease for a long 
time, and by the advice of his physician, Dr. 
Loomis, he went South to see if the change 
would not improve his health. In company 
with his wife he went to Jacksonville, Florida, 
and afterward to the residence of his daughter, 
whose husband has charge of the New Or- 
leans branch of the firm’s business. Heseem- 
ed to improve in the South, and had made 
preparations to come to the city this week, 
but within the lastfew days a change for the 
worse in his condition was noticed. Mr. 
Seligman leaves a wife, five sons and four 
daughters. The daughters are Mrs. Hell- 
man, cf New Orleans, Mrs. Spiegelberg and 
Mrs. Walker, of this city, and Mrs. Lilienthal, 
of San Francisco. The body will be brought 
to this city, and the funeral services will be 
held at his house, No. 26 West Thirty-fourth 
street, on Saturday or Monday. 

Mr. Seligman was the oldest of eight broth- 
ers. He was born in Bavaria, September 22, 
1819, of Hebrew parentage. His igher edu- 
cation was received inthe University of Er- 
langer, from which he was graduated. When 
nineteen years old he came to this country 
and shortly afterward took the position of 
cashier for Asa Packer, at Nesquehoning, Pa., 
where he remained two years. In 1841 he 
went to Greensboro, Ala., where he entered a 


mercantile business. With his seven brothers 


he opened a house in this city in 1848 as im- 


porter of clothing, and remained for fourteen 


vears in that branch of trade. In 1862 he 


founded the banking house which has now 


branches in different parts of the world under 


the direction of members of the family. All 
his brothers are still living. Jesse and James 
are connected with the house in Broad street, 
Leopold and Isaac are in London, William is 
in Paris and Henry and Abraham are in 
Frankfort-on-the-Main. In 1872 Joseph went 
to San Francisco and opened a branch office, 
—2 has since become the Anglo-California 
ank. ü 


As a business man Joseph Seligman was 
looked upon as one of keen judgment, great 
and remarkable sagacity. His 
brothers always went to him for advice in busi- 
ness matters, and the bond of affection be- 
tween them was very strong. The firm show- 
ed a very active interest in Secretary Sher- 
man’s refunding operations. It has taken a 
prominent part in the different syndicates 
since 1876, and has aided to place the United 
States bonds on the market in this country 
and Europe. In the great sydicate of April, 
1879, when about $150,000,000 of Government 
bonds were put in the market, the firm took 
520. C00, 000. Joseph Seligman was a director 
in several banks and insurance companies, 
including the Equitable Life Assurance So- 
ciety and Real Estate Trust Company, and 
was the principal director and organizer of 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad, 
which grew outof the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad. He was formerly a director in the 
German-American Bank and was chairman of 
the Rapid Transit Commission which selected 
the routes for the different roads. 

In bis private life Mr. Seligman was very 
much devoted to works of charity, and of late 
years his gifts have principally been non- 
sectarian in character. He was the founder 
of the He brew Orpban Asylum, of which his 
brother is now president. He was an intimate 
friend of Prof. Felix Adler, and was one of 
the founders and the president of the Society 
of Ethical Culture. He was greatly interested 
in the industrial schools and free kindergar- 
tens in the city. Withinthe last six months 
Mr. Seligman gave S 10,000 for the relief works 
connected with the Society of Ethical Culture. 
He Was connected with the recent colonization 
project. At different times he aided many of 
the charitable instutitions in the city. 

In social life Mr. Seligman was a genial host. 
He was a member of the Harmonie Club, a 
Hebrew organization, and was a member, and 
for many years the vice-presideut of the 
Union League Club. In 1877 Mr. Seligman 
bad a controversy with Judge Hilton, because 
he was refused admittance as a guest into the 
Grand Union Hotel, Saratoga, on account of 
his race. A well known Hebrew said yester- 
day: Joseph Seligman was without doubt 
tbe most prominent Hebrew inthis city. He 
was the one who fxced al) the attacks of prej- 
udice against the race. He did more for the 
Hebrews in this city than any other man. His 
death makes a gap wich it will be hard to 
fill, and I know of no one who can assume the 
leadership as he did.“

Let us have the Confederate battle“ and 
last national flag as well as that of the United 
States. They can be quickly made. At the 
beginning of the late war the several seceded 
States used distinctive State flags. In March, 
1861, the “Confederate States Congress” adopt- 
ed the “stars and bars,“ composed of three 
horizontal bars of equal width, the middle 
one white, the others red, with a blue 
union, containing nine white stars in a 
circle. It was fashioned after the 
„stars and stripes,“ but this close resem- 
blance led to confusion and mistakes on the 
field. The battle of the first Manassas came 
very near being lost on this account. In Sep- 
tember, 1861, a battle-flag was adopted. a red 
tield charged with a blue saltier (St. An- 
drew’s cross, in the form of an X), with a nar- 
row border of white, on which Were dispiay- 
ed thirteen white stars in the lines of the X. 
This was universally used in the Army of 
Northern Virginia. In 1863 the“ stars and 
bars’’ was 8 em on with a flag, witha 
white field, having the battle-flag for the 
union. This was found deficient in service on 
account of being liable to be taken for a flag of 
truce. On February 4, 1865, the outer half 
of the field 1 thejunion was covered with 
a vertical red bar, and this was the last flag of 
the Confederacy. Very few, we imagine, have 
seen it. There is nothing connected with the 
**conquered banner,” which was furled so gad- 
ly and put away, of which the South cannot 
be proud.

Another Chapter on the Adulteration 
of Food. 
[From Hall’s Journal of Health. | 
It is enough to shake our contidence in hu- 
man nature to find that there are men who, 
for tbe sake of gain, will bring torture and 
death, not only to their fellow beings, but 


upon meek, defenseless animals that patiently | 


wear out their lives in our service. Not long 
since an English paper announced that in 
Manchester many horses had died after intense 
suffering. The cause of death was investigat- 
ed, and it was found that the dealer who sup- 
plied the food with which the horses had been 
ied had added a quantity of plaster of paris 
to give it additional weight, and that this 
plaster with the food and water formed asolid 
mass Which completely obstructed the passage 
through the stomach and intestines. 
lt is well known in our own 
country that there ure manufacturers 
who sell clay for red pepper, alum for cream 
of tartar, and who deai out destruction to 
little children in the form of candies made 
from glucose and Kaolin, colored with ver- 
million. It is high time something were done 
to abate, if not abolish, these abuses. Legis- 
lation seems powerless to do so, and the only 
way appears to be to expose these fraudulent 
practices and instructthe people how to es- 

cape them. The counterfeit which is to-day 
doing the greatest and most widespread mis- 
chiefis the substitution of alum for cream 

of tartar. In certain instances, alum, when 

taken into the stomach, has acted as poison, 
and many cases of death have occurred from 
it. Its repeated contact, even in small quan- 
tities, acts destructively on mucous mem- 
branes, producing a chronic irritation of the 

throat, stomach and intestinal canal. 

‘he most painful and obstinate cases of des- 

pepsia have been caused by the long-con- 
tinued use of food containing alum. We 
formerly advised people to procure pure 
materials and make their own baking pow- 
ders; but we found from experience that this 
was impracticabie, for the reason that it is 
difticult to find pure cream of tartar, and still 
more difficult to combine the materials in the 
proper proportions, if we had them pure. We 
conclude, therefore, that the safest plaa, and 
the most economical, isto purchase baking 
powdergthat are made by reliable manufac- 
turere. here are a few reliable concerns of 
this kind; but recent investigations indicate 
that there areten that adulterate their goods 

to one that sells a pure article. We re- 
cently purchased ina neighboring city, for 

examination, one pound of loose baking pow- 

de:—that is, not canned—and four cans 
of one pound each, of different 
makers, whose goods we knew nothing 
about. We found the package of loose baking 
powder composed whoily of crude carbonate 
of soda, or soda ash, and alum. Can No. 1 
was a mixture of bicarbonate of soda, alum, 
tartaric acid and corn starch. No. 2 was bi- 
carbonate of soda, alum and flour. No. 3 was 
bi-carbouate of soda, alum and a trace of tar- 
taric acid. No. 4 was found perfectly pure, 
and had the ingredients combined in proper 
proportions.

ADRIFT ON THE ICE. 


An Exciting Hunt of a Colony of Seals 
. of Newfoundland. 
[St. Johns (N. F.) Cor. N. Y. Herald. 


About the 20th of March, the telegraph 
brought the intelligence that immense schools 
of seals were moving southward on the ice 
near the shore. This is not an unusual occur- 
rence. The seals often come from that local- 
itv from the northern whelping grounds. 
About eighteen years ago there were captured 
in Notre Dame ay alone, of which Cape John 
is the northern terminal boundary, not less 
than 60,000 young seals, valued at $180,000. 
But within two days after the first intimation 
of the presence Of sealsonthe northern ice 
fields in close proximity to the shore, the in- 
babitants of Trinity Bay and Conce tion Bay, 
further south, were capturing and landing 
thousands of them. Scarcely another day 
had passed when, from the elevated 
cliffs above the harbor of St. Johns, white 
coats“ might be seen away in the ofting by the 
bundred, and very soon the sealers who had 
net succeeded in getting off in the regular 
sealing fleet to the northern oil fields were 
busily engaged in preparing themselves for 
the pow ripened but unanticipated harvest. 
Equipped with gaff and rope and knife these 
fearless toilers of the sea might be seen hurry- 
ing through the narrows that oven out from 
the harbor of St. Johns into the broad Atlan- 
tic Ocean. Hundreds of men,with their valu- 
able prey trailing behind them, are loitering 
over the ice. Each sealer drags after him 
four or five young seals, weighing in the ag- 
gregate about 250 pounds. He is working 
with a will, and is steering his course for the 
harbor of St. Johns, where he will soon lay 
down his heavy burden, get his seals weighed 
off, hurriedly receive his hard-earned cash 
and strike offonce more ontheice. Scores 
of others who have safely effected their first 
trip on shore are moving off at full speed to 
make another raid on the browsing tields of the 
sea-lion. The scene is one of the most intense 
excitement. Thousands ef dollars’ worth of 
seals were daily captured, were brought on 
shore and rapidly consigned to the oil vats on 
the south side ofthe city of St. Johns. But 
soon all this bright and busy scene was chang-

The sealers had now been some four days at 
work, and, emboldened by their success and 
inspired by that contempt of danger begotten 
of familiarity, they went off in hundreds from 
all parts of the shore on tne fatal morning of 
the 4th inst. All the indications at the time of 
starting pointed toachange of wind. A 
steady northenster had been blowing dur- 
ing the previous fortnight, holding the ice in 
a tight, firm pack all along the shore. But 
now the wind had gong down and was suc- 
ceeded by a treacherous calm, which in a few 
hours yielded to a southerly breeze, accom- 
panied by a dense fog, shutting in and mask- 
ing the land completely from those who had 
ventured beyond a distance of two or three 
miles seaward. Almost instantaneously the 
ice began to break up in strings; huge yawn- 
ing rents appeared where once nothing but an 
unbroken icefield was visible. The scene of 
confusion and panic that then ensued on the 
ice, or at least on that portion of it nos 
shrouded totheeye of the spectator by the 
tog, baffles all attempt at adequate de- 
scription. The ice had moved from 
the shore, and except at a very 
few points of contact the water lies unbridged 
between the main ice and the land. Amid 
the general consternation and “hurrying to 
and fre of so many hundred waifs suddenly 
sent adrift from the land, several dashing, 
cool- headed fellows ran for those frail ice 
bridges yet remaiping, and succeeded in 
reaching the Strand. Others, less rapid in 
their movements, or coming up too late to 
avail themselves of this pathway, plunged 
boldly into the water and struck out for the 
shore. Chilled and dripping they were 
dragged up the crags to a safe resting place 
by those who hurried down the cliffs to ren- 
der them all possible assistance. Within the 
harbor boats were prepared and manned to go 
offto the rescue; but small boats could effect 
little, and were compelled to confine their 
operations to the inside edge of the ice, fast 
receding from the shore. The screw steam tug 
Hercules, a strong little vessel, made especially 
to grapple with the ice, immediately went to 
the rescue, and cruised up and down through 
the scattered ice floes, searching for the 
missing men. It was reported that 250 
men were carried away, but it was afterwards 
discovered that the ice had caugat on the 
rocks fora brief time as it went out of St. 
Johns Bay, and several escaped thus, while 
forty or fifty were picked up by the sealing 
steamer Leopard and landed onCape Spear. 
On the evening of the Gth inst. the Walrus, a 
sealing steamer, arrived, having on board one 
man taken off the ice sometweuty miles dis- 
tant from the land, who was able to report six 
others who had safely reached another sealer, 
the steamer Esquimaux. The steam tug Her- 
cules also came back and brought seven re- 
covered waifs. in every case so far the men 
were in fairly good health and condition, not- 
withstanding their protracted exposure to tae 
frosty regions of a whole day and night on the 
ice fields, without any means of warmth, and, 
in most cases, without food. 

The Hercules on oneof her trips picked up 
one man frozen to death on the ice, and

survivor of a crew of tive who had left the 
village on the north side of Conception Bay 
ina small boat which got caught in the ice, 
and they were compelled to abandon her. Ho- 
gan tells a pitiful tale of suffering.

The Telephone on the Lakes. 

| From the Milwaukee ( Wis.) Sentinel, Apri! 21. 

Two years ago Professor Haskins proposed 
to vessel owners on the lakes to make the 
experiment of keeping vessels with barges in 
tow in constant communication with each 
other by means of a telephone and call bell. 
He left for Europe meanwhile and the subject 
was dropped. Yesterday the question was 
again brought up, and before toe season is 
over an experiment will be made. The idea 
is to put a telephone on the barge in tow and 
on the steamer and use insulated wire as a 
conductor. It is proposed to twist this wire into 
the tow-line, thereby avoiding the possibility 
of a break by the dipping and plunging of the 
vessels. It is believed that this will be a great 
accommodation in case of severé storms, when 
it is impossible to communicate with vessels 
intow. The only question against its univer- 
sal adoption throughout the lakes is whether 
it will be of sufficient value to warrant the ex- 
penditure.

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The Deelaration Fading Out. 
[Washington Cor. Boston Herald. | 


A prominent resident of Washington calls 
attention, in a published card, to-day, to the 
fact, in connection with the presentation and 
acceptanee, yesterday, of the Jefferson desk, 
upon which the Declaration of Independence 
was written, that the instrument itself now in 
the State Department is gradually fading out, 
so that its contents will soon become unde- 
cipherable. The same gentlemeny in 1876, 
when the Declaration was deposited in the 
Patent Office, called tue attention of Congress 
to the fact that the immortal document was 
becoming illegible, and succeeded in having 
the following law passed, which was approved 
Aug. 3, 1876: Resolved, That a commission, 
cousisting of the Secretary of the Interior, 
the Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution 
and the Librarian of Congress, be empower- 
ed to have resort to such means as will most 
effectually restore the writing of the original 
manuscript of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, With the signatures appended thereto, 
now in the United States Patent Office. Soon 
after the passage of this act the late Prof. 
Joseph Henry. then Secretary of the Smith- 
sonion Institution, had an informal conversa- 
tion with the Secretary of the Interior in regard 
to the best method of restoration, but noth- 
ing was done, and there the matter rested. 
He calls the attention of the officers charged 
with the execution of this law to its provisions 
and to the well-known fact that the manu- 
scripts in the British Museum are constantly 
being restored, so that there need be no difti- 
culty as to the practicability of the design.

St. Louis, April 24, 1880. 

I am in receipt of yours of the 20th instant, 
in which you ask my choice for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President.“ 

My first and only choice is for the man whose 
election can be shown to be most probadle. 
provided he is known to be a true, reliable 


Democrat. 

The most prominent candidate for the nom- 
ination is Samuel J. Tilden, and there are very 
strong reasons, personal and sentimental, why 
be should be nominated. In 1876 he was 
elected by the Democratic party President of 
the United States, but, by fraud and political 
criminality unprecedented and startling in 
its boldness, in this early period of our Re- 
public’s history, the will of the people, fairy 
and constitutionally expressed, was set aside, 
and aman installed against whom there was 
a majority of twenty-three in the electoral 
college arda popular majority of hundreds 


of thousands. 

It is urged,and with great force, that our 
party owes it to Mr. Tilden, to itself 
and to the vindication of popular sovereignty, 
dy his renomination, to give the people of the 
United States an opportunity to right the rev- 
olutionary wrong and to condemn the crimi- 
nal outrage on the sanctity of the ballot per- 
petrated in the person of Mr. Tilden. 

If nomination meant election I would not 
hesitate to recognize the claims“ of Mr. 
Tilden, and as his re-election would be the 
most pointed reproof to those who fraudulent- 
ly counted him out“ of the office to which 
he was fairly elected, I would advocate his 
nomination, But 1 do not believe that he can 
be elected, and, while with Mr. Clay 1 think 
it better to“ be right than be President,” I 
do not think that in the present exigency of 
public affairs it is better to be defeated with 
Mr. Tilden than to succeed with some other 
good Democrat. In my judgment, in a mat- 
ter so important as a Presidential nomination 
at this time, personal preferences, the vindi- 
cation of personal wrongs and all mere senti- 
ment should vield to consideration of availi- 
bility and = success.

They may not 
agree in their choice of a candidate, 
but they are agreed in the earnest opposition 
to Mr. Tilden. It is amusing to see the argu- 
ment, so frequently and so forcibly pressed, 
that Mr. T. should be nominated, because 
**he can certainly carry New York,and that it 
1s doubtful if any one else can?“ Now, to my 
mind it hasbeen demonstrated 2s clearly as 
any fact can be, that, though, four years 
aco, Mr. T.’s. majority was overwhelming, it 
is pow utterly impossible for him to get the 
electoral vote of his own State. It was alone 
personal hostility to him that gave New Nork 
over tothe Republicans last fall. I have no 
patience with the factious opposition in his 
own party which defeated Gov. Robinson, 
merely because he was a friend of Mr. Tilden. 
It is folly,and, in the present case, a crime, to 
ignore the existence of that opposition, so po- 
tent for evil. 

These men preferred defeat and the loss of 
the party patronage of the great State of New 
York, rather than vote for Mr. Tilden’s friend. 
They will certainly not vote for Mr. Tilden, 
and without them he can not carry the State. 
Assuming that the Svracuse Convention 
proves that he is the choice of a“ majority“ 
of the Democrats of New York, yet, tosucceed, 
he must secure the entire Democratic vote. 
This he can not do. Gov. Robinson was also 
the choice of a larger majority of the Demo- 
crats of bis State, but he was defeated, and so 
will Mr. Tilden be, and by the same influence.

Mr. Hilkene Politely Declines—What He Says

P. J. Maguire, the paid agitator of the So- 
cialistic party, was employed as a clerk in the 
office of W. H. Hilkene, Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics.

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ACCIDENT TO THE SCHOONER. 


Dismasted while Atte ting ; 
Under the Bridge this En 


The two-masted schooner John T. Prince, 
Capt. J. R. Doak, of Oregon, Wis., bound 
from Lake Michigan to Mexico, the first 
schooner that ever made the trip from the 
lakes to the Mississippi, and whose arrival at 
North St. Louis was chronicled in the Posr- 
DISPATCH a couple of days ago, met with 
what threatened to be a most disas- 
trous accident this morning at about 
half-past 9. At an early hour she left her 
quarters at the foot of Spring street, and with 
all sails hoisted came down thestream. As 


she approached the great bridge people gath- 
ered to look at the darin — 22 
er attempted to sail through the cent- 
er arch. The river men on the 
wharfboats considered it a rather 
foolish and risky .undertaking, but the 
captain of the schooner evidently thought 
differently. Along came the craft, but as she 
was nearly under the arch the stream seized 
her and the ‘*Prince’’ was hurled with con- 

siderable force against the abutments of the 
pier. The main sail and mast and the rigging 
were damaged and masts and sails lay in a 
heap on the deck. The steam tuz 
Keiser, seeing the accident, came up and 

offered assistance, but the wrecked schooner 
refused the proffered offers, probably because 
Captain Doak thought the tug would claim 
salvage. The craft drifted towards the East 
St. Louis elevator, where it came to anchor 
and drifted towards the sand bar. She will 
probably be repaired at once and then proceed 
on her adventurous trip. It was reported that 
the Prince was to receive a cargo of wheat 
at the foot of Vine street this morninz. The 
schooner carries a crew of five men and draws 
3 feet of water, loaded. Her dimensions are: 
85 feet deck, 22 feet beam, 5 feet four inches 
hold, and 300 feet long. She is an old timer 
on the northern lakes, having beenin service 
for the lasttwelve years. No one sustaiaed 
any injuries from the accident. 

AN ACCOUNT FROM ONE ON BOARD. 

T. J. Woodward, Deputy Harbor and 
Wharf Commissioner, boarded the schooner 
Prince at Angelica street, at about 8:30 a. m. 
With all sails set she started forthe foot of 
Chouteau avenue. The captain headed her 
for the center arch of the bridge, 
but when about 300 feet north of 
the bridge a heavy gust of wind from tue west 
caught the vessel with such force that she 
became unmanageable and was carried over, 
so that her foremast struck the arch of the 
bridge about thirty feet west of the stone pier, 
shivering the jib- boom and mast into splinters, 
and carrying the main mast overboard,making 
a complete wreck of her whole rigging. No 
one was hurt, but allon board madea nar- 
row escape.

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Berious Threats Made by the Dis- 
contented Miners.

Rumors of Preparations Being Made for 
a Reduction in the Price of Mining. 


The outlook in the Bellevile coal district ts 
anything but peaceful just now. A few weeks 
ago the Donk Brothers, large operators near 
Lake Station, introduced mining machinery 
which would greatly lessen the number of 
employes for each mine. The result was a 
serious opposition on the part of the miners. 
Last Sunday night some men employed at the 
Donk wines were waylaid and their lives 
threatened if they did not quit work, and 
during the past few days threats have been 


freely made throughout the district aguinst 
the men who continued to work with 
the machinery that has just been introduced. 
Last nighta miner named Savignac, in the 
employ of the Donk brothers, and one of the 
number stopped last Sunday night, was 
again waylaid by a large crowd of 
THE DISCONTENTED MINERS. 

The spokesman said: ‘*We will not give you 
3 third warning, and don’t be surprised to 
find yourself hanging toa tree one of chese 
days,.“ and then dismissed him. The effect of 
these threats has been to frighten some of 
the more timid miners out of work, one or 
two having already asked for their time.“ 
Though the recent troubles have afisen from 
the introduction of machinery in one mine the 
operators are determined to make a vigorous 
effort to free themselves from the power 
that the miners now exercise over their 
deliberations. Within the past year the min- 
ers have demanded and received two ad- 
vances on mining, bringing the figure from 
two and a half cents per bushel up to four 
cents. Besides this they have partially ruled 
the operators in establishing some rules of 
time of working, etc., so that the coal Ex- 
change, of which over seventy-five per cent of 
the operators in Belleville district are mem- 
bers, determined to end the present condition 
of affairs. It was rumored to-day that the 
operators had made aclose agreement to in- 
form the miners at a certain set date that the 
present price of coal the 
market would 

paying four cents 

mining and that they must either submit to a 
reduction or vacate their places in the mines 
for other workmen. Oge of the large mine; 
owners was questioned on the subject this 
morning, but would not make known the plans. 
It is also said that ample provision has been 
made for any resistance on the part of the 
miners to vacate or to allow new men to take 
their places. A commiitee composed of 
Messrs. Donk, Crandell, Syppe and Hamilton 
are in Springfield, III., to day, waiting on Gov.

Curious Testimony Concernin the 
Weight to be Given to the Testimony 
of Cadets. 


WEST POINT, N. Y., April 29.—Cadet Cat - 
lin, appointed from New Hampshire, testi- 
fied that he had called upon Whittaker iu his 
room before and after the outrage, and such 
conduct did not affect the relations of witness 
with other cadets. 

Adjutant Michaelor testified that Whittaker 
bad 179 demerits from October, 1876, to 
March this year, but hada number removed 
by credit, which left 89 demerits. 

The cadets were allowed 100 demerits every 
six months, or 800 in all, without being mark- 
ed deficient. Fifty-nine of the ninety-nine 
offenses reported against him had been re- 
moved by the superintendent. For 
those fifty-nine he would have recely- 
ed 133 demerits. He has been 
punished but for four offenses in three years 
and hal-one carelessness in artillery drill, 
another having adirty gun and the remain- 


ing two for being out of bed at taps. In ad- 
dition he reveived twelve punishments 
for having received more than a certain 
number of demeritsinone month. In de- 
merits now he stands remarkably well. Not 
half a dozen cadets in the corps have so good 
a record.

The Story Not Believed by Gov. Brown or 
Mr. Woodworth, of the Shakspeare 
Mining Company.
